John Muir said, “Climb — the 
mountains. and get thelr good td- 
ings, Nature's pence will flew onto 
you a8 sunshine Bows into trees, 
The winds will blow their own 
freshness into you, and the storms 
their energy, while cares will drop 
off like falling leaves,” 

The day was brilliant aith dazz- 
Ung sun, a rare day for this sum-
